Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1968,  together  with  the  report  of  Mr.  Grange, 
Public  Health  Inspector, 

Clitheroe  is  a Borough  undergoing  a steady  growth.  The  population 
has  risen  some  800  since  the  Census  of  I96I,  but  one  also  notices  that 
since  1951  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  risen  by  700. 

Over  the  ten  years  1959-1963  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the 
Still-Birth  Rate  of  Clitheroe  is  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  close  to  the  National  Average;  indeed 
were  it  not  for  the  unusually  high  rate  in  two  of  these  ten  years  (1961 
and  1967),  the  average  for  Clitheroe  would  be  below  the  National  Average. 
The  Death  Rate  is  a little  above  the  National  Average,  but  the  explan- 
ation of  this  is  quite  obvious,  that  Clitheroe  has  a hospital  for  elderly 
people  who  qualify  as  residents  if  they  are  in  hospital  for  over  six 
months.  A study  of  the  figures  analysed  as  "Cause  and  Sex  Distribution 
of  Deaths"  does  not  shov;  that  there  is  any  particular  cause  of  death 
specially  prominent  in  Clitheroe. 

The  statistics  for  Infectious  Diseases  show  that  these  present 
nowadays  no  great  problems. 

The  Clitheroe  figures  for  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  are 
in  all  the  ten  years  very  substantially  below  those  for  the  country  as  a 
whole  and  for  the  County  of  Lancashire;  in  other  words  all  figures  show 
that  Clitheroe  is  a healthy  community. 

Thanks  to  the  vast  extent  of  open  country  which  surrounds  Clitheroe, 
housing  is  not  as  severe  a problem  as  it  is  in  some  neighbouring  areas; 
nevertheless,  it  will  be  seen  that  over  the  past  twelve  years  a substan- 
tial amount  has  been  done  towards  clearing  av;ay  unsatisfactory  housing, 
and  the  problem  of  bringing  the  rest  of  the  town  up  to  acceptable  stan- 
dards, although  not  negligible,  is  by  no  means  as  serious  as  it  is  for 
some  of  our  neighbours. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  Committee,  for  your  invariable 
consideration  and  support  throughout,  and  Mr.  Grange  and  all  my  colleague 
for  their  ready  and  friendly  help.

DEATH  RATE 

There  were  2l6  deaths  during  the  year,  which  gave  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  II o7  per  1,000  of  the  Borough  Population, 
and  is  a slight  decrease  from  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  216  deaths,  88  were  of  the  chronic  sick  at  the 
Clitheroe  Hospital,  and  54  of  these  were  of  people  not  normally 
residents  of  Clitheroe,  but  who  nevertheless,  qualify  as  resident 
owing  to  their  stay  in  Hospital  being  in  excess  of  six  months.

B,  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

lo  A comprehensive  range  of  services  is  maintained  by  the  LOCAL  HEALTH 
AUTHORITY,  the  LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL.  They  include  Antenatal  Clinic 
(with  classes  for  exercises  and  relaxation);  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Eye  and 
Aural  Clinic,  Speech  Therapy  Clinic  and  other  School  Medical  Services. 
Provision  is  also  made  for  Child  Guidance.  These  Clinics  are  carried  on 
at  Eastham  House,  Eshton  Terrace,  Clitheroe, 

The  AMBULANCE  SERVICE  for  the  Town  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  and  vehicles  are  housed  at  the  Depot  in  Princess  Avenue,  Clitheroe. 

11.  HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  FOR  THE  TOWN  BY  THE  REGIONAL 

HOSPITAL  BOARD. 

(i)  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  SERVICES  These  are  provided  by  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  Blackburn, 
Accrington,  Preston,  Burnley  and  Nelson.  There  is 
also  access  where  required  to  Manchester,  Liverpool, 
and  other  hospitals. 
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CHEST  SUBGERY  is  based  on  Blackpool  Victoria  Hospital. 
This  Thoracic  Unit  is  under  the  direction  of  Mto  Po 
Jewsbury,  F.R.C.So,  who  also  visits  the  hospitals  in 
the  Blackburn  and  Burnley  Group. 

BRAIN  SURGERY  ETC,  is  based  on  Preston  Royal  Infirmary 
under  the  Neuro-Surgical  Unit  conducted  by  Mr.  G.K, 
Tutton,  F R.C.So,  who  also  visits  the  hospitals  in  the 
Blackburn  and  Burnley  Group. 

MATERNITY  CASES  are  provided  for  at  Bramley  Meade, 
Vhalley,  Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn  and  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  are  accommodated  as  required  at 
Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blackburn,  and  the  Marsden  Hospital, 
Burnley. 

CHEST  CLINIC  This  is  now  held  at  Blackburn  Royal 
Infirmary  under  the  direction  of  the  Chest  Physician, 

Dr..  R,  Ward. 

( i i ) PATHOLOGICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  SERVICES 

The  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Departments 
of  the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire  Royal  Infirmary, 
and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  do  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  work  in  accordance  with  the  Government  Scheme 
officially  carried  out  by  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  A Sub-Laboratory  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.o  Spink,  Pathologist  to  the  Blackburn  Group  of 
Hospitals,  functioned  at  the  Clitheroe  Hospital, each 
Wednesday  up  to  August,  1968.  Since  then,  however, tthe 
Sub-Laboratory  has  been  discontinued  and  in  its  place- 
local  practitioners  may  submit  specimen  samples  to  the 
hospital,  which  are  refrigerator  stored  before  being 
transported  to  the  oatn-i^boratory  in  Blackburn. 

(iii)  X-RAY  FACILITIES 

Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary,  Victoria  Hospital, 
Accrington,  Burnley  Victoria  Hospital  and  Reedyford 
Hospital,  Nelson,  all  have  ’’Open  Access  Departments", 
to  which  any  General  Medical  Practitioner  can  send 
cases  for  x-ray  examination  direct,  without  the  patient 
having  to  be  sent  first  to  a hospital  clinic,  thus 
saving  the  time  of  the  patient  and  the  consultant  when 
it  is  appropriate  to  deal  with  the  case  in  this  manner. 

This  facility  also  enables  the  General  Medical 
Practitioners  to  maintain  their  medical  interest  be- 
cause they  do  not  necessarily  have  to  lose  the  over- 
sight of  their  cases  when  direct  reference  to  the 
x-ray  depa'^tment  is  appropriate, 

111.  HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  VOLUNTARY  AGENCIES 

A PHYSIOTHERAP'y  centre  is  conducted  in  rooms  in  New 
Market  Street,  Clitheroe,  This  is  a voluntary  organ- 
isation, supported  by  public  subscriptions  and  small 
payments  made  by  patients,  and  also  from  monies  derived 
from  the  funds  of  the  former  District  Nursing  Assoc- 
iation. It  continues  to  render  useful  service.  A 
wide  variety  of  treatments  are  available,  and  appropriate 
physiotherapy  is  given  to  an  increasing  number  of 
patients  when  recommended  by  their  medical  attendant. 

The  Centre  relieves  the  pressure  on  the  physio- 
therapy departments  of  local  hospitals;  these  depart- 
ments are  under-staffed  because  of  the  great  shortage 
of  trained  personnel.  The  Centre  also  saves  patients’ 
time  and  trouble.  It  has  no  connection  with  the 
National  Health  Service, 
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From  time  to  time,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
appeal  to  the  public  for  help,  by  means  of  Coffee  Evenings, 
Open  Days  at  the  Centre  etc.,  and  the  Committee  of  the 
Physiotherapy  Unit  very  much  appreciate  the  support  given 
by  the  public,  without  which,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
carry  on.  The  Council  make  a grant  of  £.600  towards 
this  service,  which  is  to  be  housed  in  an  entirely  new 
building  sited  quite  near  to  the  present  one.  This  new 
building  is  now  under  construction  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  in  operation  by  May,  19^9 » 

(ii)  THE  OLD  PEOPLE ”S  WELFARE  CENTRE  is  housed  in  commodious 
premises  in  Lowergate  and  continues  to  be  a beneficial 
and  popular  social  centre  much  appreciated  by  the  older 
generation  of  the  townspeople.  It  is  supported  by  vol- 
untary subscriptions  and  "efforts"  and  has  encouragement 
from  the  Borough  Council  and  the  County  Council. 

In  February  1965*  a Luncheon  Club  was  formed  with  the 
purpose  of  providing  a cooked  meal  for  a number  of  elderly 
people  each  week,  fcr  a charge  of  l/6d.  per  head.  The 
number  of  people  attending  for  meals  average  about  40  a 
weeko  Approximately  half  this  number,  who  are  in  some 
degree  infirm,  are  assisted  to  and  from  the  Centre  with 
car  transporto 

MEALS  ON  WHEELS 

This  is  a service  organised  and  operated  by  the 
Women's  Voluntary  Service  which  was  brought  into  being  in 
April,  1965*  and  caters  generally  for  elderly  housebound 
people.  Two  cooked  meals  each  week  are  provided,  which 
are  delivered  to  the  homes  of  the  people  concerned.  A 
charge  of  l/6do  is  made  for  each  meal  and  a maximum  of  24 
meals  are  served  on  each  occasion. 

Both  the  Luncheon  Club  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service 
are  subsidised  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
Borough  Council. 

(iii)  A CHIROPODY  SERVICE  for  old  people  is  in  operation  at  the 
Eshton  Terrace  School  Clinic.

xt  is  pleasing  to  report  that  Clitheroe  was  again  free  from  Diphtheria 
during  1968.  The  last  case  of  this  disease  in  Clitheroe  occurred  in  1946, 

It  must  again  be  stressed  that  if  this  record  is  to  be  maintained,  a 
high  level  of  immunisation  is  essential. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  nave  given  the  opportunity  to  every 
Medical  Practitioner  in  the  area  to  provide  immunisation  against  Whooping 
Cough,  generally  at  the  same  time  as  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Commonly,  immunisation  is  given  against  Tetanus  ("lock-jaw")  at  the  same 
time.  These  facilities  are  available  at  the  Clinic  or  at  the  Doctor's 
surgeries  for  all  children. 
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FOOD  IIJFECTIONS 

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 
POLIOMYELITIS 

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  I968. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  Poliomyelitis  is  not  a Disease  con- 
fined to  childhood;  some  of  the  most  serious  cases  are  to  be  found  in 
adults,  especially  those  who  do  heavy  manual  work.  Immunisation  is 
available  to  all  people  without  age  limit o It  is  not  necessary  for 
adults  to  attend  a Clinic,  as  all  family  doctors  have  their  own  fac- 
ilities for  this  form  of  immunisation. 

Immunisation  Schemes  have  developed  quickly  and  so  the  time  has 
come  when,  in  their  first  year,  children  may  be  protected  against  three 
serious  infectious  diseases,  namely.  Smallpox,  Diphtheria  and  Polio- 
myelitis, and  additionally  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Measles. 

Protection  against  Tuberculosis  was  also  begun  in  1957*  by  the 
County  Council's  Scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

INCIDENCE  AND  MORTALITY  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 


During  I968,  two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  they 
were  admitted  to  Sanatoria  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  which 
administers  the  general  scheme  <>  Close  liaison  is  still  maintained 
between  the  Board  and  the  local  Public  Health  Department. 

All  the  necessary  disinfections  following  these  cases  are  carried 
out  by  our  own  department.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Fylde  Water  Board  provides  a constant  supply  of  water  to  the 
district,  which  is  obtained  from  numerous  springs  on  Grindleton  Fell. 

In  addition,  there  are  two  boreholes  in  the  same  locality  which  are 
brought  into  service  as  requiredo  The  water  is  stored  in  a 12,500,000 
gallon  reservoir  at  Lowcocks  and  from  there  fed  by  gravitation  to  the 
town.  All  the  49824  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  this  source, 
which  is  an  increase  of  58  over  the  198?  figure,  less  the  55  houses  which 
comprised  the  now  demolished  Hayhurst  Street  Clearance  Area. 

Complaints  regarding  the  dirty  conditions  and  the  foul  taste  of  the 
public  water  supply  (chlorine  treated  algae)  were  received  from  quite  a 
number  of  householders  during  the  dry  summer  period.  The  trouble  persist- 
ed into  late  summer,  when  steps  were  then  taken  to  empty  and  clean  out  the 
open  storage  reservoir  where  the  algae  was  growing  quite  freely.  It  is 
understood  that  major  works  are  to  be  put  in  hand  for  the  prevention  of  a 
similar  occurrence  in  future  years o 

During  the  interval  when  the  reservoir  was  being  cleaned,  there  were 
temporary  failures  of  supplies  to  elevated  properties  on  the  fringe  areas 
of  the  town  and  these  properties  had  water  delivered  in  bulk  by  the  Water 
Board  staff.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  on  the  outer  fringe  of  the  built-up 
areas,  which  are  mainly  on  septic  tank  and  sub-irrigation  plants,  the  drains 
from  buildings  are  connected  to  the  Public  Sewerage  System  which  discharges 
at  the  Henthorn  Sewage  Works. 

The  Sewage  Works  consists  of  detritus  tanks,  filters,  humus  tanks,  and 
an  area  of  land  for  surface  irrigation  treatment  before  the  effluent  is 
finally  discharged  to  the  river. 

The  first  phase  of  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  Sewage  Works 
i.e.  the  laying  of  a relief  sewer  from  the  lower  end  of  Henthorn  Road  to 
the  Sewage  Works  was  at  an  advanced  stage  of  construction  at  the  year  end. 

One  dwelling  was  disconnected  from  a septic  tank  drainage  system  and 
reconnected  to  the  new  Up  Brooks  sewer  extension  during  the  year.  Fifty 
eight  new  dwellings  were  also  connected  to  the  sewer  system  during  the  same 
period.

To  assist  the  conversion  of  waste  water  and  pail  closets,  the  Corporation 
allow  a grant  of  up  to  £.15  for  each  conversion.  The  number  of  waste  water 
c..oset  conversions  shows  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year’s  figure, 
but  this  is  poor  in  relation  to  the  number  requiring  either  conversion  or 
abolition, 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

A certain  amount  of  pollution  takes  place  from  drains  taking  surface  water 
from  roads,  and  occasionally  oil  spillage  finds  its  way  into  the  streams,  as 
is  evidenced  by  the  iridescent  film  which  can  be  seen  from  time  to  time  float- 
ing on  the  surface,  causing  distress  to  fish  and  other  stream  life. 

During  the  dry  summer  months  a large  stretch  of  Mearley  Brook,  in  the 
built-up  area  of  the  town,  was  cleaned  of  rubbish  and  many  tons  of  gravel, 
to  assist  in  flood  control. 

CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

There  are  no  permanent  licensed  caravan  or  camping  sites  in  the  district. 
Camping  is  permitted  on  Corporation  owned  land  at  Edisford  Park,  where  there 
are  toilet  facilities  and  a suitable  water  supply.  This  site  is  gaining 
popularity  during  the  summer  months  for  weekend  camping. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  CLEAN  AIR 

There  were  four  notifications  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  for  the 
installation  of  oil  fired  furnaces  and  one  for  a gas  fired  furnace*  The 
chimney  heights  for  these  installations  were  determined  by  reference  to 
the  second  edition  of  the  1956  Clean  Air  Act  Memorandum  on  Chimney  Heights. 

The  majority  of  steam  raising  plants  in  the  district  are  now  oil  fired 
as  also  are  the  larger  central  heating  boilers;  these  boilers  give  very 
little  trouble  with  regard  to  smoke  emissions.  One  Lancashire  boiler  which 
has  an  underfeed  stoker  using  raw  coal,  emits  smoke  after  clinkering  the 
furnace,  but  otherwise  works  satisfactorily  and  smoke  free*  Two  other 
Lancashire  boilers,  which  are  used  for  central  heating  only,  have  not  yet 
been  fitted  with  automatic  smoke  burning  equipment,  but  they  give  no  smoke 
trouble  owing  to  using  nothing  but  solid  smokeless  fuel. 

The  casual  burning  of  factory  waste  in  the  open  air  called  for  action 
following  complaints  from  nearby  householders.  The  practice  eventually 
stopped  after  representations  had  been  made  and  an  alternative  means  of 
disposal  found. 

Generally  speaking,  the  industrial  smoke  problem  has  been  almost 
solved,  but  there  is  need  now  for  the  attack  to  be  switched  for  the  elim- 
ination of  smoke  from  the  domestic  fire. 

Further  complaints  from  the  adjoining  Local  Authority  were  made  re- 
garding the  emission  of  dust  from  the  stone  crushing  plant  at  Bankfield 
Quarry,  which  drifted  with  the  prevailing  wind  into  the  residential  area 
of  Chatbum,  A noticable  improvement  materialised  following  a series  of 
experiments  with  the  dust  collection  plant  at  the  quarry  and  these  improved 
conditions  prevailed  during  the  remaining  part  of  the  year. 

A vast  increase  in  activity  at  Bellman  Quarry  also  resulted  in  a number 
of  further  complaints  regarding  nuisance  from  dust.  Here  the  trouble  was 
mainly  due  to  blasting  operations  which  produced  clouds  of  dust  which  drift 
with  the  wind  over  considerable  distances.  Eventually,  the  blasting 
techniques  were  improved  and  the  nuisance  considerably  reduced. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Complaints  of  excessive  noise,  due  to  quarry  blasting,  were  dealt  with 
at  the  same  time  as  the  dust  nuisance  above.  An  improvement  in  the  blast- 
ing technique  reduced  the  noise  to  a more  acceptable  level. 

An  engineering  firm,  which  for  a number  of  years  had  disturbed  nearby 
residents  with  noise  and  vibrations,  due  to  the  operation  of  steel  press- 
ing machines,  removed  to  a new  factory  during  the  year  remote  from  any 
houses,  which  effectively  solved  the  noise  and  vibration  nuisance. 

FACTORIES  ACT  1961 

Eleven  inspections  of  factories  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  which 
were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  outworker  was  registered  during  the 
year,  doing  work  at  home  for  a textile  concern.  The  environmental  conditions 
were  satisfactory.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 

There  were  two  licensed  Pet  Shops  in  the  town  dealing  in  a variety  of  small 
animals,  birds,  fish  and  reptiles,,  One  of  the  shops  ceased  to  trade  towards 
the  end  of  the  yearo  No  infringements  were  recorded, 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1965 

There  is  one  licensed  boarding  establishment  in  the  Borough  area,  fully 
equipped  for  the  boarding  of  cats  and  dogs.  The  kennels  are  well  constructed 
and  so  spaced  to  give  light  and  air  and  they  have  an  ample  exercise  ground. 

There  were  no  infringements  recorded  during  the  year. 

SCHOOLS 

All  the  schools  in  the  Borough  area  have  modern  sanitary  and  washing  fac- 
ilities and  the  drains  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers.  External  playing 
areas  are  either  well  paved  and  drained  or  laid  down  to  grass  and  kept  well 
mown  during  the  growing  season, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Apart  from  holiday  periods,  a weekly  collection  was  maintained  during  the 
year.  This  can  no  doubt  be  accounted  for  in  no  small  measure  by  the  payment 
of  a task  bonus . 

A new  Shelvoke  & Drewry  20  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  collection  vehicle  was 
delivered  early  in  the  year,  which  eased  the  work  and  improved  the  efficiency 
of  the  service.  A good  second-hand  Karrier  Bantam  7 cubic  yard  side  loading 
vehicle  was  also  purchased  as  a replacement  for  a similar  vehicle  which  had  to 
be  scrapped  and  which  is  used  mainly  for  the  collection  of  bulky  articles, 
such  as  furniture,  cookers  and  washers  etc. 

For  ten  months  of  the  year  the  town’s  refuse  was  disposed  by  tipping  at 
Henthorn  and  for  the  remaining  two  months,  November  and  December,  the  new 
separation/incineration  plant  was  brought  into  service. 

This  plant,  which  is  housed  in  a reconstructed  building  with  suitable 
additions,  contains  a reception  hopper,  where  loaded  waggons  chute  their 
contents.  From  this  point  the  refuse  is  handled  mechanically  by  a convey- 
ing system  to  a rotary  screening  device  which  takes  out  fine  ash  and  other 
small  debris  up  to  the  size  of  a walnut.  This  material  is  temporarily 
stored  in  a hopper  from  where  it  is  removed  four  to  five  times  a day  and 
trucked  to  the  refuse  tip  for  final  disposal.  The  remainder  of  the  refuse 
is  passed  to  a picking  belt  from  where  two  men  remove  paper,  cardboard,  rags, 
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and  such  other  salvable  material  which  is  not  suitable  for  incineration. 

An  overband  magnetic  separator  removes  from  the  belt  empty  tin  cans,  and 
other  light  ferrous  scrap,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  refuse  to  go  forward 
to  the  incineration  cell.  Paper  and  cardboard  are  baled  in  a Powell 
baling  machine  and  the  tin  cans  are  reduced  to  compressed  one -foot  «ubes 
in  a Heenan  &,  Froude  metal  baler.  The  bales  are  sold  in  lots  of  approx- 
imately 7 to  8 tons.  Other  saleable  items  include  rags,  and  miscellaneous 
scrap  metals.  The  salvage  sales  for  the  two  months  of  November  and  Dec- 
ember realized  £o56l.  l6s.  Ido 

Such  items  as  builders*  and  other  Innocuous  refuse  material  is  allow- 
ed to  be  tipped  at  the  Crosshills  and  Salthill  Quarries,  rather  than  at 
Henthom,  owing  to  the  diminished  tipping  space  at  Henthorno 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  196? 

Encouragement  is  given  for  the  dumping  of  old  worn  out  cars  on  the 
Council's  compound  as  an  alternative  to  their  being  abandoned  in  out  of 
the  way  places  etc.  From  here  they  are  collected  for  removal  to  a scrap 
metal  merchant's  yard  for  breaking  down  and  recovering  as  scrap  metal's, 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  department.  A cert- 
ain amount  of  survey  work  is  carried  out,  but  most  treatments  are  as  a 
result  of  notifications  by  occupiers  requesting  treatments. 

About  10^  of  the  sewer  manholes  were  treated  with  fluoroacetamide 
direct  poison,  but  during  the  operation  there  was  no  evidence  to  indicate 
that  rats  were  present  in  the  sewers. 

Other  pests  which  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  included  the  des- 
truction of  several  wasps*  nests  and  the  spraying  of  hawthorn  hedges  for  the 
control  of  the  ermine  moth  caterpillar.  The  following  table  summarises

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Meat,  Food  and  Poultry  Inspections 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  or  poultry  and  packing  stations  within  the 
Borough  area. 

Surveillance  is  kept  over  beef  carcases  with  Cysticercus 
Bovis  which  are  brought  from  outside  the  district  to  a local  cold  stores 
for  deep  freeze  treatment.  There  were  four  such  carcases  which  received 
this  treatment  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  calls  made  on  the  department  for  assistance  with  meat 
inspection  duties  within  the  adjoining  Rural  Areas  under  the  arrangements 
made  in  19^5  from  suggestions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Circular  FSH9/65o 

The  meat  retailed  from  local  shops  is  of  excellent  quality  and  is 
kept  and  displayed  under  hygienic  conditions.  Each  shop  is  equipped  with 
capacious  refrigerators  and  some  of  the  more  enterprising  have  refrigerated 
show  cabinets  and  refrigerated  shop  fronts  where  the  meat  is  kept  cool, 
fresh  and  free  from  the  attention  of  flies.  There  is  a regular  and  fre- 
quent collection  service  for  bones  and  other  waste  meat  products  from  all 
the  butchers*  shops  in  the  town,  which  go  for  treatment  at  a central  fat 
refinery  works  in  Blackburn,
